$1145 from the state as its 
share of liquor license fee reve¬ 
nues for the last six months 
of 1948. 

This was announced this 
week by William G. Bonnelli, 
chairman of the Board of 
Equalization. To be distributed 
throughout the state is a total 
of $2,353,170. Los Angeles coun¬ 
ty .exclusive of the county's 45 
cities, will get $96,566.71. By 
way of comparison, Los Ange¬ 
les city w’ill get $494,080.51. 

Bonelli said that this money 
was given back to local gov¬ 
ernments for liquor law en¬ 
forcement and regulation.

Col. Henderson said that Si¬ 
erra Madre’s armory plan is 
still in the hands of the State 
Department of Public Works. 

“Of course, it has not been 
killed,” he added. “We hope to 
be able to build the armory 
there, but it now depends on

We still have some 
very old timers here who re¬ 
sent very much to be asked to 
remove something that annoys 
their neighbors. It is not easy 
to hurt the feelings of these 
old timers. But we can’t please 
them and permit misery to 
others. 

Spring is here and the grow¬ 
th has reached its height of 
green. Soon this will turn to 
brown and then LOOK OUT. 
Then is when we MUST be 
careful with open fires and the 
sparks that flow therefrom. 
NOW is the time to get rid 
of the weeds and dry shrubs, 
etc. Do this and we’ll be able 
to keep the FIRES OUT.

Military services honoring 
one of Sierra Madre’s first 
World War II Army enlistees 
will be held Saturday morn¬ 
ing (May 14). 

Private Robert L! Vieira en¬ 
listed in the Army on April 
5, 1941. He was sent overseas 
in May of the same year and 
was at Pearl Harbor at the 
time of the Japanese attack. 

He took part in many Pacif¬ 
ic campaigns and landed with 
his unit on Jaro, Lady Island 
in October of 1944. Ten days 
later he was killed in combat. 

'Private Vieira was one of the 
war dead returned home by the 
Army. In Sierra Madre he liv¬ 
ed at 487 Woodland Drive. He 
is survived by his mother, Mrs. 
James Vieira and a sister. Miss 
Jean Vieira. 

The graveside military ser¬ 
vices will be held at Mt. View 
cemetery Saturday morning 
with the Reverend Clarence 
Nida officiating. All arrange¬ 
ments have been handled by 
the Grant Chapel of Sierra 
Madre. The American Legion 
and the V.F.W. will partici¬ 
pate in the military rites. 


Dr. Louis C. McCabe, the 
county’s smog director, today 
announced his resignation, ef¬ 
fective June 24. 

He told the board of super¬ 
visors that he was leaving his 
$12,576 a year job here to re¬ 
turn to the U. S. Bureau of 
Mines as a research director at 
Washington, D.C. 

“I feel now that we’ve gone 
through our growing pains,” 
Dr. McCabe said. “I think we 
will have little difficulty now 
in controlling smog in Los An¬ 
geles county.” 

His re.signation came as a 
complete surpri.se to the super- 
vi.sor.s. He told them that his 
salary with the federal govern¬ 
ment would be only $10,000 a 
year, top pay in federal civil 
■service, but that it would give 
him a chance to enter a “broad¬ 
er field of research.” 

Dr. McCabe was named smog 
director with the formation of 
the county air pollution control 
district in October, 1947. Since 
then he has battled for .strict 
enforcement of smog regula¬ 
tions among industries, refin¬ 
eries, Diesel truck operators 
and burning dumps. 

As part of his smog control 
program, the Sierra Madre 
dump was closed permanently.

They worked only when they 
felt like it, and when they 
were not in the mood, they did 
not see any reason for exerting 
themselves. A favorite expres¬ 
sion of theirs was, according 
to Mrs. O’Connor “My body is 
tired—I must rest my body.” 

All food, with the exception 
of some fresh vegetables, was 
procured from the Navy. Meat 
was frozen, and while potatoes 
and onions were brought in by 
the Navy, they were unreliable 
because of rot due to the 
length of time in transit and 
the unavo i d a b 1 e defreezing 
and refreezing of these prod¬ 
ucts. 

Fresh vegetables, such as 
Chinese cabbage, used as let¬ 
tuce, eggplant and tomatoes in 
season, were brought in to town 
by native growers three times 
a week. The strange thing was 
that though Guam is s u r- 
rounded by the Pacific Ocean, 
no fresh fish was available. 
The natives caught only what 
they needed for their families, 
salted down, and would fish 
for no one else and sell to 
none. 

Mr. O’Connor’s business nec¬ 
essitates his living from time 
to time on some of the Pacific 
Islands, but Mrs. O’Connor 
says she will be very happy to 
stay home for a good long 
while.

THE SHRINERS GIVE AS LASTING GIFT 
TO THE CRIPPLED CHILDREN OF THE WEST 




Special recognition is due the Shriners—not just this year but 
every year—for a quiet, purposeful philanthropy that too often 
goes unheralded. 

This philanthropy, however, is not unrecognized. It is one that is 
synonymous with Shriner. It is a system of Children's Hospitals that 
covers the nation. 

Although facilities for crippled children In Southern California 
have been made available at San Francisco and elsewhere, there 
has been no Shriner's hospital here.

Today there are more than 2000 crippled children awaiting treat¬ 
ment that would not be available to them were it not for the 
Shrine program. 

This institution, to be built in Los Angeles at Fourth street and 
Commonwealth avenue, will soon be ready to receive a long and 
never-ending line of afflicted boys and girls seeking release from 
physical bondage.

Standby Pumping Equipment: 

The present booster system 
of the Sierra Madre Water De¬ 
partment is a “shoe string” op¬ 
eration. 

Should one of the boosters at 
the main pumping plant fail, 
there is no standby equipment 
to take over. Reservoir capa¬ 
city is so limited that during 
periods of peak demand a 
large porportion of the city 
would be without water for an 
extended period of time should 
part of the booster system fail. 

It is an unhappy circum¬ 
stance, but many times fail¬ 
ures take place at the most 
embarassing times, such as 
during a serious fire, and the 
consequences become much 
more serious than just water 
supply failure. One standby 
booster pump, preferable diesel 
operated, is presently required 
at the main pumping plant. 

2. Standby Power: Unless 
the Edison Company can fur¬ 
nish standby power in case of 
failure of generator equipment, 
transformers, or in their dis¬ 
tribution system, the city 
should provide standby gener¬ 
ator equipment in order to as¬ 
sure the continuance of the 
water supply. 

The question then arises as 
to whether it would not be 
more economical to provide 
generating power and use the 
Edison power as standby. These 
problems provoke studies 
which are beyond the scope of 
this report but which should 
be a part of the information 
and design of a properly oper¬ 
ated water system.

which Ume the petition 
which the dtlsens* commit¬ 
tee hod presented was

funds. Even though they were 
available today, it would still 
take time for the Public Works 
department to process the mat¬ 
ter because of the burden of 
work.’’ 

In the meantime, however, 
several organizations of the 
city sent letters to Assembly- 
man Bruce Reagan of the 
48th Assembly District and 
Los Angeles'- senate repre¬ 
sentative, Jack B. Tenney. 
They urged that the appro¬ 
priation be reinstated for the 
National Guard. Among the 
orgemizations sending letters 
were the American Legion, 
the Chamber of Commerce 
and the Lions Club. 
Representative of the letters 
was one sent by the American 
Legion Post 297 and signed by 
Hyman Yodow, Commander, 
and N. B. Jensen, adjutant. 
Residents of the city wore 
urged to sen<i similar letters to 
botli Reagan and Tenney at 
Sacramento. 

Following is the letter: 

"It has come to the atten¬ 
tion of this Post that the por¬ 
tion of Assembly Bill 1100 
referring to the appropriation 
for the building of National 
Guard Armories has been de¬ 
leted by a subcommittee of 
the Assembly Ways and 
Means Committee. 

"It is the collective opinion 
of this Post that further erec- 
. tion of National Guard Ar¬ 
mories is vital to our nation¬ 
al defense. Ill-housed units, 
in our experience hove been 
both iU-mannered and iU- 
trained. Historically, the mil¬ 
itia forces have been our first 
reserve line, as they wiU be 
in the future. But this vital 
reserve cannot be handicap¬ 
ped by overcrowding, by lack 
of support and lack of re¬ 
sources, 

"We firmly believe that it
